Babin: Syrian problem 
affecting pace of pullout 


planes yesterday bombed a com- 
mand post of the Syrian-controlled 
Sa’ika Palestinian terror organiza- 
tion two kilpmerres west of Bar Elias 
in Lebanon's Bekaa Valley. 

Beirut Radio reported that five 
planes took part in a three-minute 
attack that inflicted many casualties. 

The IDF spokesman's account, 
issued shortly after the early after- 
noon attack/said the planes spotted 
the two-storey building and nearby 
trenches 300 metres south of the 
Beirut-Damascus Road and laun- 
ched their attack. 

The enemy fired at the planes but 
the pilots reported they had hit the 
target. All the planes returned safely 
the spokesman said. 

Yesterday's air raid was the first . 
since a raid last February 11 on a 
command post of the Abu Mussa-led 
rebel faction of the Fatah terror 
organization. 

Sa'ika was established by the Sy- 
rian Ba'ath Pam' in 1968 to influence 
the PLO. It has about 1.000 mem- 
bers and is led by Issam Kadi, 
sources here said. 

Commenting on the raid. Prime 
Minis ter Peres said that “we don't 
have to wait for the terrorists to 
attack us. We've done this before 
and we’ll do it again if we have dear 
reports like those we had this morn- 
ing.”

The time it takes to complete the 
second stage of the withdrawal from 
Lebanon will be determined by the 
IDF on the basis of logistic consid- 
erations “that take into account the 
Syrian problem we face,” Defence 
Minister Rabin said yesterday.

Implying, that there is no political 
motive for delaying the withdrawal, 
Rabin said'that the government had 
only a single-goal in Lebanon, as set 
forth in its basic principles: to ensure 
the security of Israel’s northern bor- 
der, without the IDF having to re- 
. main inLebanon permanently. 

In Jerusalem yesterday, top-level 
discussions were reportedly held oh 
theLebanon withdrawal schedule. 

Rabin quoted a number of state- 
ments by Shi’ite Araal leader Nabih 
Beni as proof that “the extremist 


Shi’ite Khomeinist terror organiza- 
tions operate against Israel in 
accordance with their own consid- 
erations.” irrespective of how Israel 
acts. 

Last September 9. Berri 
announced that he had ordered 50 
young ShTites to prepare to execute 
suicide acts against Israel. And on 
February 6 he announced that the 
suicide strike against Israel forces 
the day before had been carried out 
by one of the 50. 

Rabin, .said there-are- only two 
possible roads for Israel. The prefer- 
red one is peaceful coexistence on 
both sides of the international bor- 
der upon the completion of the 
IDFs deployment along the length 
of that border. 

The second, which Israel would be 
forced to take if the terror continues, 
is to react powerfully, using all the 
means at Israel’s disposal. 

Rabin, and all speakers in the 
debate, expressed their condolences 
to the families of the fallen soldiers 
and their wishes for the speedy re- 
covery of the wounded. 

■Following are some of the points 
made in the debate: 

Bazar Granot (Map am): There’s 
no need for stages, the withdrawal 
can be completed in a matter of 
weeks. We would not have mounted 
the podium today if we knew that the 
government — even without 
announcing it — had decided that the 
IDF would pull out of Lebanon 
within a few weeks.

Lebanese Christian militia- 
men vesterday were in control of 
the bulk of the country’s Maro- 
nite heartland north of Beirut, 
meeting little resistance in what 
appears to have been a near 
bloodless overnight revolt 
against the Syrian-controlled 
regime of President Amin 
Jemayel. 

The commander of the re\oli. 
Samir Jeajea - one of the most 
openlv anti-Syrian of the senior 
Christian militiamen - called his 
men's dusk-to-dawn sweep into the 
major port of Jounieh. coastal Bvblos 
and the Kesrouan Mountains north- 
east of Beirut, a “corrective move- 
ment to safeguard the future of the 
Christians in Lebanon.” 

News agency reports cited Jea- 
jea's expulsion from the Phalange 
Party earlier this week, following his 
refusal to close a militia checkpoint 
on the highway north of Beirut.' as 
the immediate cause of his revolt 
against Jemayel and the party he 
controls. 

But well informed observers in 
Jerusalem told The Jerusalem Post 
last night that the real cause went 
very much deeper than any personal 
motive on Jeajea's part. The revolt 
represents a broad-based uprising 
against Jemayel and his Syrian- 
dominated regime, they said. 

Rumours in recent days that 
Jemayel was actually contemplating 
a merger of Lebanon with Syria in 
some form of confederation - a pros- 
pect that may have been discussed in 
his meeting last week with Syrian 
Vice President Abdel-Halim Kh ad- 
dam in Bikfaya - appear to have

Finally, it has been suggested, the 
heavy handed crack-down by 
Jemayel loyalists on any dissent 
among Christians — including, 
according to some sources, a series 
of political assassinations - alienated 
much of the population, making it 
ripe for yesterday’s action . 

The Jeajea revolt has met with 
little resistance so far, aaxording to 
reports from Lebanon . with only two 
minor skirmishes in Ashrafiya and 
JisrMawt.

This appeared to give Jeajea s 
action the impression of being a 
revolt within the Lebanese Forces, 
by a subordinate commander against 
his superior and the political party to 
which he is ultimately answerable. 
(By last night, however, Fuad 
appeared once again to be wavering, 
indicating that he might consider 
joining Jeajea and former Lebanese 
Forces commander Fadi Frem in a 
collective leadership - something 
that would further undermine 
Jemayel's position.) 

Informed sources in Jerusalem 
last night dismissed this impression 
of an internal revolt within the mili- 
tia as misleading, disguising the fact 
that it is a much deeper and broader- 
based event that transcends the mili- 
tia and could profoundly affect the 
political future of Lebanon’s entire 
Maronite community.

T wo young soldiers studying at the 
hesder Yeshiva Har Etzion in tire 
'Etzion Bloc were buried yesterday, 
one in Jerusalem and one in Haifa, 
after being killed in an ambush north 
of the Li tan i River on Tuesday after- 
noon. 

Several thousand students at the 
yeshiva. whose senior rabbis were 
early opponents of the continuation 
of the Lebanon war, followed the 
flag-draped coffin of Turai (Pvt.) 
Daniel Moshytz, 20, to his final 
resting place in the Mt. Herzl milit- 
ary cemetery. 

The funeral procession was 
led by his parents Hanna and 
Michael Moshytz who brought 
Daniel to Israel from London 17 
years ago. In addition to his parents, 
two brothers and two sisters, the 
dead soldier is survived by his grand- 


parents. Rivka and Michael Kalish. 
whose only son Meir Shmuel fell 
defending Jerusalem in the War of 
Independence. Daniel's parents own 
the Better-Bayit real estate agency 
in the capital, the father having gone 
to England from Nazi Germany as a 
child refugee. 

Rabbi Yehuda Amital, co-yeshiva 
head with Rabbi Aharon Liechten- 
stein of- Har Etzion, eulogized the 
fallen soldier as an exemplary young 
man who was immersed in Tora 
study, but who was also the first to 
volunteer for his army duties. Since 
he went to Lebanon two months ago, 
Daniel spent his free time poring 
over notes and listening to tapes of 
Talmud lessons from the yeshiva. A 
few weeks ago, he called Rabbi 
AxnitaJ to ask whether, during pat- 
rols in the field, one was permitted to 
pick fruit to eat, or whether it was 
considered stealing. “His greatest 
fear was the possibility of desecrat- 


ing God's nam e " said Rabbi Arnit- 
al. 

“May Daniel go to the Seat of the 
Holy One and ask for intercession - 
that" there be no more sacrifices of 
this kind." 

Moshytz who studied at the Dug- 
ma School in Jerusalem's Nablaot 
neighbourhood, and the Netiv Meir 
Yeshiva High School, bad fought to 
be placed in a first-line position 
despite a reduced medical profile, 
due to back problems. 

There were no wreaths mid no 
salute was fired over the grave.

Labour, NRP on committee to study religious funding

The Alignment-NRP meeting was 
in response to the cabinet decision 
pushed through by the NRP that 
allocations to religious institutions 
may be based solely on published 
and objective criteria, and not on 
personal and political connections or 
whims. * 

However, since nearly all of the 
S3m. is destined for institutions con- 


nected with Agudat Yisrael. and 
Morasha. and nothing for NRP- 
affiliated institutions, the Ago da and 
Morasha are certain to try to sabot- 
age the work of the four-man com- 
mittee. 

The Aguda and Morasha are also 
understood to be preparing a coun- 
terblow against the National Reli- 
gious Party in revenge. 

They may challenge the authority 
of the NRP doyen. Yosef Burg, who 
as minister of religious affairs con- 
trols some $9m. due to be transfer- 


red to religions institutions. ~ 

The Aguda and Morasha have

Moda’i: Businessmen may soon keep records in dollars

Economics professors warn: 
budget cuts must be made

If the planned cuts in the state 
budget for the coming fiscal year are 
not implemented, government 
efforts to heal the economy will be 
thwarted, three of the country's 
leading professors of economics 
warned the Knesset Finance Com-

Profs. Michael Bruno. Eytan 
Sheshinski and Zvi Sussman stressed 
that the budget has only very narrow 
margins for excess expenditure, and 
therefore called for a further cut in 


Sbeshinsky told the committee 
that the budget does not take into 
account expenditures for the army's 
pullback from Lebanon and its rede- 
ployment. He added that the agree- 
ment to add only 13 per cent to the 
prices of subsidized goods in March 
means that the subsidies' budget will 
be exceeded again even before the 
fiscal year starts.

Beit Shemesh Engines gives 
staff a week to accept firings

those who contravene it should be 
punished. 

“It would not hurt for the manu- 
facturers to wait two months before 
raising their prices, without swamp- 
ing the follow-up committees with 
their demands,*' Kessar said. Hie 
situation at present was leading to “a 
lack of calm and a lack of certainty" 
in the manufacturing and marketing 
sectors, and mad consumerism, he 
added. 

Senior Histadrut sources last night 
described Kessar's proposal as “re- 
volutionary." However, they con- 
ceded that it did not tackle the 
underlying causes of Israel’s infla- 
tion, and they were unable to answer 
the question of what will happen 
after the freeze is over. 

“That is Moda’i's problem," one. 
source said. 

Kessar also charged the govern- 
ment with not keeping its commit- 
ments to the Histadrut and the 
manufacturers. He described the 
government’s sharp devaluations of 
the shekel and its raising of the prices 
-of subsidized goods above the 
agreed amount as “unilateral con- 
traventions of the package deal.’’ 

He stressed that, for his proposal 
to succeed, the government would 
have to lower interest rates - as it has 


failed to do, despite a commitment 
to that effect. 

Kessar said that he would raise the 
matter of the government's breaking 
of the package deal in the Knesset 
next Monday, and would demand 
that the Knesset call the government 
to order. 

The Post has learned that an inter- 
ministerial task force has been pre- 
paring for weeks for a return to the 
freeze. The Finance Ministry fears 
that if the exchange rate is frozen, 
exports could be jeopardized and 
there could be a run on the dollar. 

The sources said an exchange-rate 
freeze might have been possible at 
the end of Package Deal I. at the 
start of February, since at the time 
the level of the shekel allowed a 
certain margin for contingencies. 
That situation no longer exists. 

Treasury sources said Moda'i had 
not yet made his mind up about the 
repercussions of 3 return to a full 
price freeze.

Leading the way to the USA 
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West German terrorists 


get life prison terms 


DUESSELDORF. - Two leading 
members of the outlawed Red Array 
Faction were sentenced yesterday to 
life imprisonment for their part in a 
campaign of terror which hit West 
Germany in the late 1970s. 

The Duesseldorf High Court sent- 
enced Adelheid Schulz, 29, to three 
concurrent life terms and Rolf Cle- 
mens Wagner, 40, to two terms of 
life imprisonment for murder. 

Both were found guilty of taking 
part in the kidnapping and murder of 
leading businessman Hanns-Martin 
Schleyer and the killing of his chauf- 
feur and three bodyguards. 

Schleyer, the chairman of the 
West German Employers Associa- 
tion, was abducted in Cologne in ■ 
July 1977. After an intensive three- 
month search, his body was found in 
the boot of an abandoned car in the 
French city of Mulhouse. 

Schulz was also found guilty of 
involvement in the slaying of top 
h ank er Jurgen Ponto near Frankfurt 
.in the same year. 

Wagner had acted as ‘spokesman’ 
for the group in its messages to the 
police and Schleyer’s family after the 
abduction, the court said. 


Schulz was captured in 1982 with 
fellow terrorist Brigitte Mohnhaupt 
as they visited a secret arms depot in 
a wood outside Frankfurt. 

Mohnhaupt and Schulz’s boy- 
friend, Christian Klar, are standing 
trial in Stuttgart for their part in the 
murders of Schleyer, Ponto and 
federal prosecutor Siegfried 
Buback. 

Meanwhile in Strasbourg. France, 
two West Berlin members of the 
European Parliament who face jail 
terms for “association” with West 
German terrorist groups yesterday 
urged the assembly not to lift their 
parliamentary immunity. 

Michael Klockner and Benedikt 
Hariin, both elected to the parlia- 
ment on the ‘■Greens’’ party ticket, 
said the criminal proceedings against 
them are “purely political’’ and that 
they are victims of “political vio- 
lence” in West Germany. 

Both were sentenced a year ago to 
two-aod-a-half-year terms for “mak- 
ing propaganda for a terrorist orga- 
nization” and inciting violent acts. 

Hariin and Klockner were associ- 
ated with a West Berlin left-wing 
magazine called Radikal. 


U.S. joins Security Council 
in condemning South Africa 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). - The 
Security Council on Tuesday unani- 
mously passed a resolution conde- 
mning South Africa for killing pro- 
testers and arresting black opposi- 
tion leaders on treason charges. 

All IS council members approved 
the resolution strongly condemning 
the Pretoria regime for the killing of 
“defenceless” African protesters. 

It also strongly condemned the 
regime for arresting 16 leaders of the 
United Democratic Front and other 
organizations opposed to South 
Africa's policy of apartheid, and 
called on Pretoria to withdraw the 
charges of “high treason” against 
them. 

It was the first time during the 
Reagan adminstration that the U.S. 
has voted in favour of a resolution in 
the council condemning South Afri- 
ca for its domestic policies. 

In Sooth Africa, meanwhile, the 
government said that nearly 164,000 
blacks were arrested in 1984 on 


charges of being in white areas of the 
country illegally. 

Minis ter of Law and Order Lotus 
le Grange told Parliament Tuesday 
that 135,752 black males and 28,110 
females were arrested for various 
“pass law” offences during the year. 


The nation’s 22 milli on blacks are 
restricted to 10 tribal homelands 
unless they have stamps in their 
passes, formally called reference 
books, allowing them to live and 
work in white South Africa, which 
encompasses 87 per cent of the land 
area. 


About half the total black popula- 
tion lives outside the homelands in 
segregated townships near white 
cities. Pass raids, in which police 
arrest blacks who have come to 
urban areas to seek work without 
proper stamps in their passes, are 
one of the most criticized aspects of 
the white-minority-led govern- 
ment’s system of apartheid.

Yilmaz Guner, a gebmbrphofog- 
st. said in a paper prepared for a 
scientific congress that a boat- 
shaped rock formation on Ararat 
^Sometimes said to be related to the 


biblical vessel w as a shape frequently 
found in volcanic regions. 


Guner said the flood was nothing 
but a tidal-movement of the sea. But 
even if there* Had been a flood in 
Mesopotamia, Ararat 1 was too high 1 
to have been reached. A possible 
landing place was Mount Cudi, near 
Turkey’s border with Iraq, he said.

NY jury to review 
subway shooting 


NEW YORK (AP). - A judge on 
Tuesday authorized the case ot Ber- 
nhard Goetz, who is accused of 
shooting four youths in a subway 
after they asked him for $5, to return 
to a grand jury which will decide 
whether to charge him. 

Acting Supreme Court Justice 
Stephen Crane signed the order after 
prosecutors presented new evidence 
in the case, according to Manhattan 
District Attorney Robert Morgen- 
thau. 

Morgenthau refused to say what 
the new evidence was. 

A grand jury in January refused to 
indict Goetz for the attempted mur- 
der of four teen-agers he shot on a 
subway train in Manhattan on De- 
cember 22. He was indicted only on 
weapons charges. 

In U.S. legal procedure, a grand 
jury is a citizens' panel which hears 
evidence in secret session, decides 
whether a case should go to trial, 
and, if so. what charges should be 
prosecuted. 

Morgenthau said the case will be 
presented to a grand jury next week. 


Pakistan to receive 


missiles from U.S. 


ISLAMABAD (AP). - The U.S. 
will supply Pakistan with new air-to- 
air missiles in view of aerial intru- 
sions from Soviet-occupied Afgha- 
nistan. Michael Armacost, under- 
secretary of state for political affairs, 
said Wednesday. 

Armacost told a news conference: 
“The U.S. remains deeply con- 
cerned about the threat to Pakistan, 
and indeed all South Asia, from the 
Soviet presence in Afghanistan.” 
Armacost also said UN-assisted 
indirect talks between Pakistan and 
the Soviet-supported government in 
Afghanistan cannot make progress j 
“unless there is'Willingness on the ; 
part of the Soviet Union to withdraw 1 
its troops from Afghanistan.” 
Armacost said the U.S. adminis- 
tration has notified the Congress of 
its intent to supply Pakistan with 
air-to-air missiles to be installed on 
F-16 jet fighters that Washington is 
selling to Isiambad. 


Bikini’s ^nuclear exiles’ 
win case to return home 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
1,200 nuclear exiles of the Pacific 
atoll of Bikini yesterday won a long 
struggle to go home when the U.S. 
agreed to dean up their island from 
atomic and hydrogen bomb blasts. 

In an agreement reached before 
the U.S. District Court in Hawaii, 
the U.S. yielded to the islanders' 
demand that it pay for rehabilitation 
of the atoll, contaminated by 23 
nudear tests between 1946 and 1958. 

No figure was mentioned in the 
terms of the agreement, released in 
Washington by the Bikinians' 
lawyer, but American specialists 
have estimated the cost at up to $50 
million mainly for stripping away 
poisoned topsoil and replanting. 

“We are delighted," said Mayor 
Tomwki Juda. leader of the Biki- 
nians who are widely dubbed the 
world's first nuclear nomads. 


The Bikinian's lawyer. Jonathan 
Weisgall. said the settlement was 
“terrific.” He told reporters that the 
clean-up could begin within two 


years, with the exiles returning with- 
in 10. 

The islanders left their palm-! 
fringed lagoon southwest of Hawaii 
to make way for the U.S. tests which' 
they were assured would be.”for foe' 
good of mankind and to -end. all 
world ware, ” * > : 

The atoll became the .site.of the 
first underwater nuclear explosion’ 
which shot a million tozs of water 
info the air. and America's biggest 
hydrogen bomb explosion in 1954., 
The wind-shearing power of the 15- 
megaton blast prompted fashion de- 
signers to call women's skimpy two- 
piece swim suits “tekinis.” 

The islanders, meanwhile, were 
moved through a series of temporary 
homes before being sent back to 
Bikini iri the late 1960s. 

But the food they grew was con- 
taminated "and in 1978 they were 
removed to the nearby island of Kili. - 
which they called .“the prison” and 
from which they launched the clean- 
up campaign against the U.S. , 



has stopped Iran offensive 


BAGHDAD (AP). - Iraq said 
yesterday that its armed forces have 
thwarted attempts by Iranian invad : 
ers to cut off the southern provincial 
capital of Basra, while Iraqi Air 
Force jet fighters raided two Iranian 
cities. 

The high command said in military 
communiques that a three-pronged 
Iraqi counter-offensive led by De- 
fence Minister Gen. Adnan Khairal- 
lah “aborted attempts by the (Ira- 
nian) enemy forces to broaden their 
area of control on the western bank” 
of the 3.000-square-kilometre 
Huwaizah marshland. 

The western fringe of Huwaizah is 
10 kilometres east of the main high- 
way that links Basra to Baghdad, the 
Iraqi capital. Iran launched an offen- 
sive in the area on Monday. 

While the Iraqi state-run radio 
repeatedly interrupted regular prog- 
rammes to announce the “hearten- 


ing news of throttling the Iranian 
offensive.’' the official Iranian news 


agency Irna quoted the Teheran 
military command as saying that the 
Iraqi counter-offensive was 
“crushed.” 

Irna said that Iraqi jet fighters 
strode Iran's second most populous 


city of Isfahan and the northern city 
of Bakhtaran. The. agency gave no 
casualty estimate for foe bombings. - 

The Iranian military communi- 
ques. momfored in Nicosia. Cyprus, 
said that 700 Iraqi soldiers were 
killed or wounded and 207 others 
were captured in combat action in 
foe marshland. 

The Iranians, it said, destroyed 35 
Iraqi tanks and “tens” of military 
vehicles. - . 

Teheran Radio said Iraq had twice 
used chemical weapons in foe fight- 
ing.' Iran accused Iraq for the first 
time of using chemical weapons in 
the last major Iranian offensive in 
the same area just over a year ago. 

In a separate development, an 
Arab court in Kuwait is to rule today 
on Iraqi demands to be allowed to 
resume oil exports through a pipe- 
line across Syria to the Mediterra- 
nean . a court spokesman said. 

The Iraqi suit seeks to force Syria 
to reopen a pipeline to foe port of 
Banias, which it Shut three years 
ago. Syria is backing Iran in foe wax. 

The judicial tribunal is hearing foe 
suit under the auspices of the Orga- 
nization of Arab Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries. • 


‘Credit-card sex’ lands flight steward in prison 


SINGAPORE (Reuter). - A French 
flight Steward Who iiseda falte credit 
eafd to pray for sexual faVours by a 
“social escort” has been jailed for a 
month. Singapore court officials said 
yesterday. 

Robert Joseph Louis Goudella, 
36. admitted cheating the woman 
who had brought along an imprinter 
and sales drafts to his hotel room.

The 25-year-old escort said- she 
had accepted payment of 360 Singa- 
pore dollars (S165) on credit, but 
later found that foe card did not 
belong to Gondella.

Radioactive material used to relieve arthritis pain 


BOSTON (AP). - Injecting short- 
lived radioactive material into crip- 
pled knees can dramatically relieve 
foe pain and swelling of arthritis 
victims who are not helped by any 
other treatment doctors say. 

In addition to allowing people to 
walk again, foe researchers hope 
their experiemental therapy will 
slow or temporarily halt foe' often 
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relentless destruction caused by 
rheumatoid arthritis. 

They believe foe treatment is safe 
because the radioactive material de- 
cays in a day and its radiation affects 
only foe cells it is intended to kill. 

The treatment, called radiation 
synovectomy, has been performed 
on about 150 people over foe past 
four years under the dirction of Dr. 
Clement Sledge at Harvard Medical 
School. 

Dr. Mark Snyder, one of foe re- 
searchers. said in a recent interview 
that about SO per cent of foe patients 
have had good or excellent response 
to foe treatment with little or no pain 
or swelling in their kness. 

“Many of the patients who had 
largely single-joint involvement rec- 
overed to the point that their gait 


was only slightly impaired.” he said. 

The researchers have bad some 
success in relieving arthritis pain in 
other joints of foe body, but have 
concentrated their study mainly on 
knee pain. 

The therapy works by using radia- 
tion to destroy foe knee joint's pain- 
fully inflamed and swollen lining. 
Healthy lining eventually grows 
back, and patients start to feel im- 
provement after about three 
months. 

Rheumatoid arthritis is an in- 
flammatory joint disease that affects 
about 1 per cent of all adults. Of 
these. 56 per cent eventually suffer’ 
knee joint damage. A minority of 
those with knee damage, probably 
less than a third, are not helped by 
anti-inflammatory drugs. 


Norwegian Kurd jailed for ‘insult’ 


ANKARA (Reuter). - A Kurd with 
dual Norwegian and Turkish 
nationality bas been jailed for five 
years by an Ankara martial-law 
court for insulting Turkey abroad, 
the semi-official Anatolia News 
Agency said. 

Alexander Bertelsen, formerly 
Dogan KQic. was convicted Tuesday 
for his contribution to the book The 
Kurds - A People in the Middle East 
by Torstein Kongslien. He was also 
sentenced to 20 months internal ex- 
ile after foe jail term. 

The book advocates autonomy for 
Turkey’s eight million Kurds. Ber- 


telsen told the court his contribution 
was limited to factual matter about 
life in Kurdish villages. 

Norwegian authorities followed 
the case closely, but diplomatic 
sources said they were puzzled why 
Bertelsen returned to Turkey in 
February 1984, lOyears after immig- 
rating to Norway. 


Meanwhile, Turkey is cutting 
sporting contacts with Bulgaria be- 
cause of concern over treatment of 
foe Communist state’s ethnic Tur- 
kish minority, government sources 
said yesterday.

Teen abortions in UJ5. 
increasing, study says 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
U.S. teaches its young people little 
about sex. resulting in higher rates of 
teenage pregnancy, and abortion 
than most developed nations, a new 
study released here says. 

The survey of 37 industrialized 
nations by the New York based Alan 
Guttmacher Institute, a private re- 
search group, found the U.S- was foe 
only one in which teenage pregnancy 
rose in recent years. 

It said foe U.S. per capita teenage 
abortion rate was as high or higher 
than foe combined teen abortion 
rates in England, Canada, the 
Netherlands, Sweden and France.

Cassif in White Wine Sauce 
(Gabriele Englander, Arad) 

1 large cassif fish, about 2 kilos 
lemon juice 

2 chopped onions 

1 cup parsley, chopped 
8U gr. margarine 

1 Vi cups of strong broth (parve 
chicken) 

1 cup white wine (Hock) 

1 cup sweet cream 
salt and pepper 

2 tsp. potato starch 
2 tsp. tomato puree 

Two hours before cooking, clean 
fish thoroughly, add salt and pepper 
and lemon juice . Frv onions in 40 gr. 
margarine until yeljow. add parsely 
and continue frying until light brown 
and tender. Take from fire, add rest 
of margarine, some salt and pepper 
and let it melt. 

Place half the onion mixture on 
the bottom of a large pyrex dish. Lay 
fish on some of the mixture. If it is 
too large, cut off the head and place 
it at the side of the fish. Put some of 
the mixture in the belly and sprinkle 
the res! over the fish. Add broth and 
wine, cover with foil and bake at 200° 
C. (400° F) in a preheated oven for 
about -Va hour. 

After the first 25 minutes, take off 
foil, turn the fish gently, add sweet 
cream, potato starch and finish bak- 
ing without cover. 

(Instead of cassif. you can use St. 
Peter's fish, carp or bourn.) If they 
are small, .you serve one whole fish 
per person. 

Cauliflower Cheese Pie (with Grated 
Potato Crust) 

(Melanie Berkowitz, Haifa) 
Crust: 

2 cups packed, grated raw potato

Heat oven .to 200° C (400° F) or 
No. 7 

Set freshly-grated potato in a col- 
ander and squeeze out excess.water. 
Add the remaining ingredients and 
put it into a well-oiled 9" pie pan. 
building up the sides of the crust with 
lightly floured fingers. Bake 40-45 
minutes until browned. After first 30 
minutes, brush the. crust with oil to 
make it crisp.

green pepper, chopped 

1 stalk of celery, chopped 

2 T. fennel, chopped 
3T. oil

dash of cinnamon 

Heat oil on a heavy duty pot. saure 
garlic and onion in hot oil until 
translucent but not brown. Add 
green pepper, celery and spices, 
cook for 3 minutes stirring occasio- 
nally.

Fish Pie 

(Cynthia Shapiro, Ra'anana) 

4 lge. fillets of fish 
Vs litre of milk 
50 gm. potato flour 
50 gm. butter or margarine 

4 hard boiled eggs and/or sliced 
tomatoes 

75-100 gm. hard cheese, grated 
2 T. cream or shamenet 
salt and pepper 

1 kilo potatoes, cooked and mashed 
with a little butter and milk. 

Put fish in a pan with milk and a 
nut of butter. Leave on the boil for 

10 minutes. Remove the fish from 
rhe pan and flake k with a fork. Keep 
the milk. 

Sauce: 

Melt butter, stir in the potato flour 
and let it bubble fora minute.

Savoury Meringue - Topped 
Vegetable Custard 
(Cyndi Gabbay, Kibbutz Usha) 

6 medium zucchini squash - shred- 
ded and drained 
1 large onion, chopped 

1 large green pepper - seeded and 
’chopped 

2 T. butter 
1 tsp. salt 

1 tsp. marjoram 

Vi tsp. ground nutmeg and V* tsp. 
pepper 

2T. potato flour 

1 cup shamenet 

5 eggs -separated 

4 cups shredded Gilboa cheese 

2 T. sesame seeds 

Melt butter in a large frying pan 
over med-high heat. Add vegetables 
' and spices. Cook stirring until all the 
liquid evaporates. Add potato flour 
and cook 1 minute more. Cool. Beat 
together egg yolks and shamenet. 
Stir in vegetable mixture and 2 cups 
of cheese. Spread in a well-buttered 
2-litre shallow casserole. 

Beat egg whites until stiff, moist 
peaks form, fold in remaining 2 cups 
of cheese and spread over vegetable- 
custard mixture. Sprinkle with 
sesame seeds. Bake at 180° C (375° 
F) for 55 minutes until golden brown 
and a knife inserted in centre comes 
out clean. Let stand 10 minutes be- 
fore serving. 

Sabra Meringue Layer Cake 
(Caroline Benchitrit, Bat Yam) 
Sponge Cake: 

170 gr. butter 

60 gm. fine matza meal 

1 10 gm . potato flour 

3 large eggs, separated 
170 gm. sugar 
Butter cream: 

750 gm. butter 
375 gm. lump sugar 
30 cl. water 
15 eggs yolks 
1 T. Sabra liquer 
Praline: 

100 gm. sugar water 
tsp. lemon juice 
50 cl. water 

100 gm. blanched coarsely chopped 
lightly toasted almonds. 

Almond Meringues: 

4 'egg whites 

100 gm. ground almonds 
60 gm. sugar 
60 gm. icing sugar 

Decoration: chocolate scrolls made 
from 50 gm. melted chocolate 
First prepare the meringue 
rounds. Preheat oven to Mark 3 and 
line 2 baking trays with greaseproof 
paper onto which you have traced 
two rounds the size of the cake. In a 
bowl mix the almonds and sugars. In 
another bow! beat the whites till they 
are stiff. Fold the almond mixture 
into the egg whites. Pipe two spiral 
rounds on the baking sheet and bake 
for J hour, reducing the heat if the 
meringues colour too quickly. Let 
cool completely. 

Next prepare the sponge cake: 
grease and line a 20cm. - round deep 
tin. Whisk the egg whites til! stiff. 
Place the butter over a very gentle 
heat till melted. Sift together the 
matza meal and potato flour. Beat 
together the egg yolks and sugar 
until very light. Stir in the melted 
butler, the potato flour and matza 
meal and fold in the egg whiles. Pour 
into the prepared tin and bake at gas 
Mark 5 for about I V* houis. Cool on 
a rack. 

If making chocolate scrolls, then 

011 a working area and melt choco- 
late gently. Pour over oiled area and 
cool and harden, then scrape scrolls 
from it. Keep aside for decoration. 

Next prepare the praline by cook- 
ing the sugar, juice and water over a 
medium beat tiQ a fight caramel col- 
our. then put in the almonds and 
.bring to the boil and pour out onto 
an oiled area. Let cool then crush 
roughly and keep for decoration. 

To prepare the butter cream, cook 
the sugar and water together until 
syrupy. Take offbeat. Put yolks in a 


bowl and gradually pour on the hot 
syrup, stirring vigorously. Continue 
to stir the mixture until it is cool and 
very light. In another bowl work rhe 
butter till creamy then add the egg 
mixtures till cream is firm and shiny, 
stir in Sabra liqueur. 

To assemble cake: 

Cut the sponge into two layers, 
and trim the meringue rounds if they 
have spread out. Put one meringue 
layer on a cardboard disc and spread 
with butter cream, cover with alter- 
nate layers of sponge, butter cream 
and meringue, finishing up with a 
sponge layeT. Spread butter cream 
over sides and top of cake and press 
the praline onto the sides. Arrange 
the chocolate scrolls on top and sift a 
little icing sugar over. 

Passover Lemon Pie 

(Rose Adele Cogan, Haifa) 
Grease jelly roll pan (or line with 
parchment paper) 

3 eggs, separated 
Vktsp. salt 
Vs cup sugar 

Vi cup (2 T. potato starch. WT. cake 
meal) 

orange rind 

2 T. orange juice 

Beat yolks with sugar, add rind. 
Mix flour and salt. Add alternately 
with juice to yolk mixture. Beat egg 
whites stiff, not dry and fold. Bake 
325° F for 30-35 minutes. Do not 
remove from pan. 

Topping: 

1 cup sugar 

lVs cups cold water 

3T. potato starch 

3 eggs yolks 
'A tsp. salt 
lemon rind 

Vi cup lemon juice 

Mix ingredients and cook in 
double-boiler till thick. Remove 
from heat, add 2 tsp. margarine. 
Cool slightly. Put on sponge Cake 
layers or bottom (as on other - side) 
and top with meringue: 3 whites arid 
6 T.sugar. Bake at 300° F for 12-15 
minutes. 

Passover Banana Nut Cake 

' (Rochelle Haas, Netanya) 

8 eggs, separated 
1 Vi cups sugar 
salt 

1 Vi cups mashed bananas 
Vs cup chopped pecans 
V* cup sifted matza meal 
Vs cup sifted potato flour 
lVi tsp. cinnamon 
lemon rind optional 

Beat whites and put aside. Beat 
yolks and sugar and salt, add bana- 
nas and nuts, blend in dry ingre- 
dients. Fold mixture lightly into 
beaten whites. Bake in ID" rube pan 
at 325° F for approximately 65-75 
minutes. (Grease only the bottom of 
the pan.) 


BANK -HAPO ALIM has forged 
ahead in introducing a new type of 
provident fond - called “Aluma" - 
i based on foreign currency. Until 
now. all such funds were based on . 
index-Knked securities. 

"We took this step/' says Avi 
Olshansky, the bank's senior deputy 
managing director, "for many 
reasons, each aimed to meet the 
i diff erent needs of our clients." 

Diversification is one main 
reason. In a highly volatile economy 
such as Israel's. it is important to 
diversify 1 one's investments as much 
as possible, says Olshansky and "a 
provident fund is an investment for 
the overwhelming majority of 
Israelis." Those who have provident 
funds based on foreign currencies. 

Foreign currencies - especially the 
dollar — have been providing yields 
of 10 to 11 per cent in the past few 
years: during the same period, infla- ' 
tion has considerably lessened the 
yields on index-based schemes. 

■■There has been a definite 
tendency to move into dollar-linked 
foreign currency savings schemes 
during these past few years. Aluma 
provides the same opportunity for 
those interested in a different ripe of 
providemJund." 

Olshansky compares index- 1 inked 
provident funds and foreign 
currency-linked ones. He says the 
index-linked, due to the inflationary 
spiral, suffers from two major de- 
fects. The first is in the bank's rela- 
tionship with the central authorities: 
When one index-linked security ex- 
pires. and a new one has to be 
bought, there is a month's loss of 
indexation. 

"This means." says Olshansky, 
"that instead of gening a return of 
approximately five per cent in real 
terms, we actually get anywhere be- 
tween four to 4.5 per cent/' • 

The second defect is that the client 
loses both when he takes out his 
provident fund and when he cashes it*, 
in. Under existing conditions, there 
must be at least a 15-day lag before 
indexation “becomes effective" 
(since it is based on the last known 
index which is published on the 15th 
of the month) and another 15-day lag 
after the fund matures and the inves- 
tor receives his money, since it is also 
based on the last index. 

(These two 15-day lags are actual- 
ly an absolute minimum. Some per- 
sons lose even more time by not 
taking out a provident fund on the 
last day of the month, and having it 
mature on the last day of the month.) 

But Olshansky notes that the "Fi- 
nance Ministry is taking steps to 
reduce losses. Under consideration 
now is a plan which will see that the 
loss is never more than five per 
cent/' The plan will work this way: If 
inflation rises more than five per 
cent a month, the client will receive 
the full amount of the inflation - less 
five per cent. If inflation should 
dwindle to less than five per cent, 
there will be no use for this safe- 
guard. 

But even if inflation drops con- 
siderably. Aluma will provide a bet- 
ter return, according to Olshansky. 
The monies entered begin to "par- 
ticipate in profits" from the day they 
are deposited: and those released 
when the fund matures are also paid 
according to the fund's going rate of 
profits. 

Olshansky adds: "Even if all 
bookkeeping and bureaucratic proc- 
edures are taken into account, our 
customers should not lose more than 
three days. This is a remarkable 
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improvenientover index-linked pro- 
vident schemes." 

What happens if yields from fore- 
ign currency investments begin to 
drop? Even those with short memor- 
ies remember when the dollar was 
sinking in value and . the German ‘ 
mark was rising. At present., the 
situation has been drastically re- 
versed: the dollar is rising and the 
mark is sinking. And the once- 
miehty .pound sterling has slipped 
mightily in the past few years. - 

"Aluma has taken this possibility 
into account. Although it must buy 
all its foreign currency-linked secur- 
ities cm the""Tel Aviv stock marker .it 
has- considerabale leeway in select- 
ing these securities. (However. - it is 
limited to buying no more Than IS 
per cent of the ■arrangement' . 
shares. ) 

•■Bur. we have permission to 
switch over to index-linked secur- 
ities including those issued by the 
government especially for provident 
funds. We will be flexible, selecting 
what is best for our clients." explains 
Olshansky. . ; 

Surprisingly, the majority of those 
who take out provident fluids are 
wage-earners and not the self- 
employed. More surprisingly, most 
wage-earners take out more than 

one provident fund.

“There is no doubt that the future 
lies with hypermarkets, and that’s 
where we're putting the emphasis," 
says Superol managing director 
David Wainshail. The supermarket 
chain's development programme for 
the current year is evidence of the 
implementation of this marketing 
strategy: four new Hypcrcol's have 
opened or will open in the coming 
months, against only two new regu- 
lar Supersols. 

The first of the new hypermarkets, 
in the southern Jerusalem suburb of 
Talpiot. opened a few weeks ago and 
has already made its mark for the 
innovations it is bringing with it: a 
take-away food counter which is, in 
effect, a self-contained delicatessen 
shop, as well as an in-store bakery. 

These new services are also avail- 
able in four of the Supersol stores 
(the Agron branch in Jerusalem, 
Raraai Aviv and Neve Avivim in Tel 
Aviv, and Ramat Hasharon) and 


have proved their efficacy as custom- 
pullerc in their own right, as well as 
bringing a spin-off benefit for the 
whole store. 

The other Hypercols due to open 
are in Petah Tikva. Ramat Gan and 
Kiryat Ata, and these will bring the 
number of these stores to 11. out of 
the 56 outlets in the Supersol chain. 
Wainshail regards this number as 
adequate coverage for the whole 
country, at least for the present. 
Hypermarkets, as he notes, "are not 
the kind of shops that every 
township can justify." 

Although the expansion of the 
chain will slow considerably once 
this spate of openings is completed, 
the gathering recession cannot be 
said to have had much impact on 
Supersols ongoing business. In the 
company’s last financial year, 
which ended on October 31. 1984. 
sales rose 3.8% in real terms over the 
previous year - which was. after all. 
the last year before the slump be- 


Tsukuba Expo ’85 to be 
Japan’s high-tech showcase 


TSUKUBA (API. - A robot cannot 
clone itself, technologists still say, 
but at Japan's Tsukuba Expo '85, 
visitors will see something that com- 
es close.

five-metre tali robot delicately 
assembles a small unmotorized 
robot made of iron, then goes on to 
lift a 200 kilogram barbell . 

ft's one of many technological 
gadgets awaiting the crowds at the 
International Science Exposition 
which begins a six-month run next 
Sunday. Located in Tsukuba, a plan- 
ned university science town 60 
kilometres northeast of Tokyo, the 
fair is a high-tech showcase designed 
to offer a "glimpse into the 21st cen- 
tury. 

The theme of the fair is “dwellings 
and surroundings - science and tech- 
nology for man at home." and the 


emphasis is on robotics and compu- I 
ters. 

At the Toshiba Corp. pavilion, 
robots walk tops along the edge of 
swords. At Matsushita Electric In- 
dustrial's. they sketch human por- 
traits in less than three minutes. 

NEC Corp. offers visitors a 
chance to manipulate robots. The 
Fuyo group has a robot theatre, and 
the French pavilion will demonstrate 
robots that aid the disabled. 

In addition to 28 Japanese cor- 
porations. 46 foreign nations and 37 
international organization are parti- 
cipating. 

The $8.5 million American pavi- 
lion features the development of 
artificial intelligence - a timely 
theme in view of the fact that the 
U.S. and Japan, its major technolo- 
gical rival, are racing to develop the 
first fifth-generation “thinking com- 
puter." 


Search for Ata buyer continues

HAIFA. - Four foreign concerns 
interested in purchasing the ailing 
Ata textile firm have promised to 
clarify their intentions by April 15, 
Ata general manager Eliezer Peleg 
told The Jerusalem Fort yesterday. 

Peleg, just returned from meet- 
ings with the potential buyers, said 
he was optimistic about his firm's 
future. 

Peleg said the four concerns, the 
English David Alliance Company, 
two .American companies and a 


West German one. had all promised 
to give their answers by April 15 at 
the latest. 

Peleg added that David Alliance 
himself plans to visit Israel later this 
month and intends to inspect the 
Kiryat Ata plant. 

Peleg has until the end of April to 
find a buyer or a concern willing to 
invest $10 million in Ata. otherwise 
the company will close. In the mean- 
time he is still trying to attract orders 
for Ata so that the plant can move 
into full production^

Even more remarkably, perhaps. 
Wainshail told The Jerusalem Post 
that sales in the company's first quar- 
ter. to January 3J . 1985. also showed 
a real rise over the same quarter in 
the preceding year. “It seems that 
the pace of sales in January more 
than compensated for the slowdown 
that occurred in November and De- 
cember. when the first package deal 
caused a temporary sales slump." he 
said. 

Supersol s share in the retailing 
market has increased over the last 
year, according to the company's 
"recentlv issued annual report. Wain- 
shali pointed out that the profit-and- 
loss statement shows that Superset's 
profit margin, measured as a percen- 
tage of sales, grew from 4.9% to 
6.3% in the past year. 

This extra operational profit more 
than offset a fail in the chain's net 
financial income, which was caused 
by a shortening of credit terms as 
inflation rose. 

Thy use of computers is in- 
creasingly evident in the Supsrsol 
chain, since it has a special role to 
play in a hyper-inflationary' eco- 
nomy. With prices changing every 
day, the ability to simply update 
codes in the computer saves manage- 
ment from having to employ price- 
punchers who constantly update 
price tabs. 

West Germany swings 
into deficit on j 

Third World trade , 

BONN (Reuter). - West Germany. 
Western Europe's biggest economy, 
recorded a trade deficit with the 
Third World last year despite post- 
ing a record overall trade surplus, 
the government said this week. 

The Economics Ministry called 
the deficit a contribution towards 
improving the developing countries' 
trading "positions, strengthening 
their economic development and 
easing their considerable debt prob- 
lems. 

Developing countries' increased 
the value of "their exports to West 
Germany by 11%. to almost 70 bil- 
lion marks ’( $2 lb.) compared with 
19X3. 

West Germany's exports to the 
Third World rose bv only half a per 
cent, to 67.6b. mark's (S20b.). giving 
a trade deficit of 2.2b. marks (S650 
million) after a surplus in 1983. 

African nations showed the big- 
eest increase, boosting sales 15%. to 
i 23.6b. marks (S7b.). with Nigeria 
i and Libya the most important single 
suppliers. 

The critical economic situation in 
i Africa made the increase in imports 
■ from that region especially pleasing, 
the ministry said. 


Rotem Fertilizer shares 
Hungarian deal with Iraq

BEERSHEVA. - Rotem Fertilizers 
recently won a third of a contract for 
fertilizers to Hungary, director- 
general Nissim Konforti said this 
week. Iraq won the major part of the 
contract, along with an Eastern 
European country. 

This is believed to be the first time 
that an Israeli company has won a 
contract by a public tender in a 
country' with which" it has no di- 
plomatic relations. “Our products 
have an edge, because they carry no 
identifying mark." explained Konfb- 
ri. “They are sold either directly or 
through trading houses." Today, 
most of the company's sales are to 
Turkey and Italy, as well as to some 
East European and Asian countries. 
“Blit we also plan to sell to Latin 
America soon." 

Between September 1981 and 
October 1984. the company made 
profits of S10 million on sales of $128 
million. 

Now operating at full capacity. 
Rotem produces 120.000 tons of 
phosphoric acid and 200.000 tons of 
fertilizers (mostly triple super phos- 
phates) a vear. “We are the garbage 
dump of Israel's natural resources. 
We use the low-grade phosphates 
and even the phosphate dust that 
were once thrown away to make 
high-grade products for agricul- 
ture." Konforti said. The other two 
elements needed are potash (from 
the Dead Sea) and sulphur (im- 
ported from Canada.) 

Processing sulphur taks a lot of oil. 
but recently company scientists have 
come up with a plan to recycle the 
steam used in the process to produce 
electricity. In a year or so. the com- 
panv wilfnot only produce all its own

electricity (nine megawatts) but also 
have somp five megawatts left over 
to sell the Electric Corporation. This 
project wiU mean another $8 million 
profit a year. Konforti said. 

The company is now expanding 
and will soon be able to produce an 
additional 60.000 tons of phosphoric 
acid a year. It plans to have sales of 
$65m. in the coming fiscal year. . 

Rotem Fertilizers is owned 74 per 
cent by Israel Chemicals (IC) and 
DEG. a West German bank spe- 
cializing in projects in developing 
nations. Since its inception in 1977 
until today, these two companies 
have invested $130m. in the Negev 
plant near Arad. ; 

Rotem is onstnicting a storage 
space at Ashdod port for 30.000 
tons. The largest single order. Kon- 
forti said, is 10.000 tons when the 
sale is to a country, rather than to an 
individual user. To cut costs the 
company tries to utilize ICs Negev 
Star shipping line as much as possi- 
ble. as well as ICs subsidiaries in 
Europe.

The Viva firm got into the act 
because the rebbe said the parcels 
should be distributed “from MetuUa 
to Eilat" - and his followers recalled 
that Viva uses this slogan about its 
work uniforms.

Dollar ends day 
slightly higher, 
gold up $5 

LONDON (Reuter). - The dollar 
closed slight stronger againsr the 
mark and most other major curren- 
cies yesterday in volatile but direc- 
tionless trading. 

The dollar closed at 3 .j 520 marks 
against Tuesdays close at 3^485. It 
received a boost in the afternoon 
from news of a larger than expected 
rise in U.S- retail sales and a strong 
federal funds rate, the rate at which 
banks lend to one another. 

Sterling ended slightly higher at 
SI. 0860 against Tuesday's SI-085?, 
having recovered from speculative 
selline in London sparked by the 
announcement of Britain's plan to 
abolish the state-owned Bntish 
National Oil Corporation (BNOC). 

But foe pound rose later in New 
York as high as SI. 0945 and some 
dealers here said foe BNOC move 
could help sterling, since less emph- 
asis on oil would let financial mar- 
kets concentrate on British govern- 
ment efforts to fight inflation. 

Yesterdav's small dollar advances 
left the U.S. currency still short of 
levels attained last week prior to 
Mondav's fall on anticipation that 
the American economy was slowing 
and U.S. interest rates could fall. It 
closed on Friday at 3-41 marks. 

The dollar closed yesterday at 
10 2400 French francs, against Tues- 
day's 10.2250 and little changed at 
2.S475 Swiss francs. It was down 

shghtlv at 260.12 yen. 

Gold prices rose in strong buying, 
bullion dealers said. Gold was 
quoted in London at a late bid of 
$293.40 an ounce, up from S-S8.4U 
late Tuesday. 


Free shares move 


TEL AVIV. - The 'free ' share 
sectors had a good day yesterday, 
with most of them participating in 
the almost 2% rise that the non-bank 
index put on. The ■■arrangement" 
sector, by contrast remained very 
docile, .with only very minor moves 
taking place. Bonds were mixed, but 
little chanaed overall. 

The •■free” share market thus re- 
gained a broadly positive trend, with 
more issues rising than falling, and 
most of the important sectors in the 
market showing a good perform- 
ance. Only insurance and oil ex- 
ploration shares fell, and the latter 
were down by less than l°o - their 
best showing in a week or more. 

The reaction of the ■•free" share 
market to a period of selling press- 
ures and falling prices is only natu- 
ral. although the low volumes that 
have come with it are somewhat 
disappointing. Less understandable 
is the sudden stability of the 
•■arrangement" shares, since the dol- 
lar continues to make ground against 
the shekel, albeit at a slower pace 
than in the last few weeks. Possibly, 
the backeround mutter from some 
ministers' vesterday amplified by the 
Histadrut! of the desirability of 
another period of total wage and 
price freeze, has put the linked 
securities to sleep. . 

Certainly foe bond market is in a 
state of torpor, with only the upward 
crawl of the dollar-linked issues re- 
sponsible for such progress as foe 
eeneral bond index is making. It is

LONDON (Reuter). - The gov'em- 
ment yesterday announced that it 
blabs to abolish the state oil-trading 
company, the British National Oil 
Corporation (BNOC), thus effec- 
tively reducing the country's role as a 
price-fixer of world crude. 

The announcement in Parliament 
by foe Secretary of Stale for Energy, 
Alick Buchanan-Smith, spelt an end 
to the system whereby BNOC has set 
a price for and marketed 51 per cent 
of Britain’s North Sea Oil. which 
increasingly has led to controversy. 

Oil analysts said the move was a 
potential blow to Opec, which has 


pressured Britain to help maintain 
world crude prices in a glutted mar- 
ket. 

■ BNOC was set up to buy oil from 
North Sea producers and sell it 
under fixed-term contracts.

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When dissent is realism 

THERE IS NO question that, when it finally returns home 
from Lebanon, the IDF will be free - immeasurably freer than 
it is at the moment - to hit back at those, whoever they may be, 
that try to harm this country from across its northern border. 
The question is whether the present period of withdrawal, 
during which the army is occupied in protecting not Israel but 
itself, cannot substantially be reduced. 

Official statements of policy on this point have failed to 
remove the doubts in people's minds. 

In the Knesset yesterday Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said the second stage of the pullback, in the eastern sector, 
would be over in the shortest time possible given the existing 
logistical constraints. These include the need to dismantle a 
great deal of heavy and sophisticated equipment from the 
army’s present line, and to complete the construction of a new 
defence line along the international border. 

The argument is that the army cannot afford to simply 
abandon costly installations by blowing them up, nor seem to 
be pressured into retreat. But the argument needs to be 
examined. Both Mapam's Victor Sbemtov and the NRP’s 
Zevulun Hammer have contested it. They contend that saving 
the lives of Israeli soldiers threatened by senseless Shi'ite 
terrorism should take precedence over the salvaging of military 
hardware. 

As for giving comfort and encouragement to Israel's enemies 
by seeming to run away from danger, that thesis has been 
carried to preposterous lengths. Having already seen Israel 
start moving south without obtaining any pledge by the Syrians 
for their own evacuation from Lebanon, and without extracting 
any “security guarantees” from the Lebanese, the terrorists, as 
well as the Syrians, need little further “encouragement.” 

In any case, heavy retaliatory strikes against any attacks after 
withdrawal would cany far greater clout than anything the 
army can do today in its efforts to protect itself. 

Moreover, the logistical constraints that the defence minister 
is referring to leave greater room for flexibility than is 
acknowledged. 

The real problem about the third stage is political. The 
decision to launch it will, as in the case of the first two stages, 
require the consent of the cabinet. The Likud ministerial 
contingent, which mostly opposed the withdrawal even when it 
was split into stages, is simply disposed to resist further 
movement by the army south. It would prefer something close 
to a permanent Israeli protectorate over the area south of the 
Litani. 

A few dissidents in its ranks notwithstanding, it is the Likud’s 
collective notion that such an extensive “security belt” would 
safeguard Israel, and that it could itself be made safe by the 
ruthless application of force against Lebanese terrorists. How 
this would be done was suggested by Likud spokesmen in the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee this week. 
The IDF will help despatch Shi'ite leaders to Paradise. Indeed, 
it will wipe them all out. 

Such flippant inanities may pass for strategic thinking among 
Likud politicians, but it is inconceivable that they should be 
endorsed by the full cabinet. The IDFs homecoming from 
Lebanon cannot be stopped: it can only be speeded up. 

It is precisely because the withdrawal policy is so heavily 
burdened by^interpal.cabinet differences and compromises that 
Mr. Peres’s* denunciation of publicly-voiced dissent of the 
government's policy is not acceptable. 

Dissent was also denounced when Israel went into Lebanon. 
But the mess of Israel’s involvement has long since proved that 
it was only the dissenters who were the realists. The self- 
proclaimed realists were captive to their illusions. There is no 
reason to believe it is any different today. 

The faster Israel gets out of Lebanon the better. The more 
pressure put on the government, against those within who for 
whatever reason counsel otherwise, also the better. 

If the war in Lebanon has proved anything, it is that Israel 
should never have been there. Mr. Peres and Mr. Rabin both 
know that. As they preside over the process of withdrawal, 
there is no legitimate reason for them to apply a different logic 
or different rhetoric just because the Likud is snapping at their 
heels. 

Cause for shame 

A SHIPMENT of human skin was being rushed to the 
Hadassah Hospital in Ein Kerem from a “skin bank” in 
Holland yesterday to save the lives of two Israeli soldiers who 
had been badly burned in the suicide car-bomb explosion near 
Metulla on Sunday. The soldiers require a series of skin 
transplant operations, but Hadassah has no skin available for 
the purpose. 

The hospital did have a “skin bank” of its own until a year 
ago, when some Orthodox circles raised the objection that the 
hank was being maintained in violation of the 1980 Pathology 
Law. 

When the law was passed, under Orthodox pressure, atten- 
tion focused on the severe restrictions it placed on the 
performance of autopsies. The medical profession warned at 
the rime that this would prevent the taking of corrective action 
based on the discovery of causes of deaths, as well as hobble 
research and instruction. The warning went unheeded, for the 
Likud was more anxious to please Agudat Yisrael than to 
attend to the country’s health needs. 

What was not sufficiently realized at the time was that the law 
also involved a ban on the banking of bodily organs for use in 
mass casualty emergencies. That is because halacha forbids the 
taking of organs, such as skin, for any purpose except pikuah 
nefesh - and because the rabbis interpret pikuah nefesh as an 
immediate need to save a life, not as preparation for a future 
need. 

The result is that, unless Hadassah can find Israeli families 
that would donate the skin of a just deceased relative to succour 
two wounded soldiers, it must import the graft material from a 
bank in distant Holland. 

That such an absurdity could be perpertrated in Israel today 
is a moral and social outrage. But this is, in fact, only the latest 
illustration of file creeping annexation of modem Israel to the 
realm of halacha, and halacha as interpreted by medievalist 
exegetes.

“NO ONE has ever seen a stormy 
House of Commons debate on tele- 
virion,” Netanel Lorch, former clerk 
to the Knesset, told a symposium on 
“Television Coverage of the Knes- 
set,” held last, week in the Knesset 
building. 

The House of Commons has cot 
admitted television; neither has the 
U.S. Senate. The House of Repre- 
sentatives didn't either until 1979. 
when it adopted the Swiss model, in 
which the TV cameras focus only on 
the speaker and the presiding offic- 
er. 

"You don't see ibe empty seats, or 
members reading newspapers, doz- 
ing off, or picking their noses," 
Lorch told the symposium, which 
was sponsored jointly by the Israel 
Society for Parliamentary Problems 
and the Jerusalem Institute for Israel 
Research. 

There are only two other parlia- 
ments that give televirion the leeway 
they have in the Knesset: the 
Japanese Diet and the West German 
Bundestag. They had to prove to 
their people that they were democra- 
tic, Lorch thought. 

Ah, Democracy! What sins are 
committed in thy name. Is there 
really a connection between demo- 
cracy and television coverage of par- 
liament? Is Britain less democratic 
because TV is verboten? Is the U.S. 
more democratic since the House 
decided to permit limited TV cover- 
age? 

Speaker Shlorao Hill el seems to 
think so. He did say in his brief 
opening remarks that "televirion's 
brief, sharp message” clashes with 
the true nature of parliament's work. 
But he defined the question under 
discussion as: How to throw out the 
bath water (the limitations and dis- 
tortions of TV; without throwing out 
the baby (the principles of democra- 
cy and freedom of expression). 

Ya’acov Ahimeir, television's cur- 
rent Knesset reporter, decidedly 
thinks so. In Lorch 's remarks he 
detected a hint that televirion's free- 
dom in covering the Knesset should 
be restricted. ‘That would be turn- 
ing the dock back.” 

Yosef Lapid, former director of 
the Broadcasting Authority, also 
seems to think so. With a conde- 
scending smile, he recalled how the - 
House of Commons, back in the 18th 
century, debated whether to admit 
newspaper reporters. 

But it is sleight of hand to equate 
criticism of television with criticism 
of the press. It is not by chance that 
the subject of the symposium was 
what it was. Not because the press is 
without blemish, but because the 
morning papers, at least, do report 
and analyze what is happening there. 
And the very competition between 
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newspapers serves to keep each on 
itstoes. 

So let's stick to the subject. Lapid 
was candid enough to concede that 
television does not give enough time 
to the legislative work of the Knes- 
set. preferring to put the emphasis 
on politics. . 

TELEVISION IS at fault in neglect- 
ing legislation, he said. Not because 
this distorts the Knesset's image - 
“that's not television's problem" - 
but because it is thereby not doing a 
good professional job! And much 
legislation is of interest to the public, 
he noted. National Insurance laws, 
for example, affect it more than 
many grandiose political debates. 

Ahimeir conceded nothing. 
“Television is not responsible for the 
empty seats in the Knesset.” No one 
said that it is. But when TV gloats 
over the empty seats, to the exclu- 
sion of almost everything else? 

President Chaim Herzog, two 
years ago when he was an MK. said it 
was a distortion for television to 
screen empty benches without ex- 
plaining that this is the normal situa- 
tion in most parliaments. 

Nor did Ahim eir say a word about 
what ex-MK Tamar "Eshel. in the 
Knesset's debate on itself last year, 
on the occasion of Tu Bishvat. called 
television's natural temptation to 
concentrate on “the exceptional, the 
sensational, and the bizarre.*' 

Up to now, the classic examples of 
this were TV’s coverage of Charlie 
Biton “talking to the wall” on one 
occasion and chaining himself to the 
podium on another. At this year's Tu 
Bishvat debate, Hillel referred to a 
new example: the banner “Out with 
the Greens!” held aloft in the cham- 
ber last December by Geuia Cohen 
and Raphael Eitan for the visiting 
delegation of Bundestag “Greens" 
to see. and the ensuing shoving of 
Cohen by Tewfik Toubi. 

Does anyone honestly believe that 
any of' these events would have 
occurred if no television crews were 
present? And who says that this is 
the price that democracy must pay? 
(By the way, what was the issue to 


which Biton wanted to call attention 
by talking to the wall?) 

’ Ahimeir came up with a construc- 
tive suggestion . Open the committee 
meetings to the media, and let dosed 
meetings be the exception: When - 
the House Committee a-few months 
ago invited i be media to its debate 
on revoking Meir Kahane's pri- 
vileged freedom of movement, “we 
saw" the Knesset members at their 
best." he said. . 

Talmudists could, devote many 
folios of analysis to that last sent- 
ence. 

Did Ahimeir mean that debates in 
the plenum rarely come up to that 
level, and that that is why television 
cannot portray the Knesset more 
positively? Did be mean that com- 
mittee debates are. ipso facto, more 
professional, more to the point, and 
more interesting than plenary de- 
bates? That the presence of the tele-, 
vision cameras at the House Com- 
mittee's sessions on Kahane brought 
out the bestin the members? 

The last question is the crucial 
one. Having attended four or five of 
those sessions, my own feeling is that 
the presence of the TV cameras 
there brought out their worst. 

EDNA SOLOD AR urged the com- 
mittee to exercise its powers to curb 
Kahane's freedom of movement. 
Yossi Sarid and Michael Eitan 
(Likud-Herut) insisted that the 
attorney general has sufficient pow- 
ers under existing legislation to be-, 
gin legal proceedings against 
Kahane. 

Geuia Cohen demanded symmet- 
ry in action against Kahane and that 
against PLO-sympathiaers in the 
Knesset. Shevab Weiss warned that 
action against Kahane could serve as 
a dangerous precedent. Everything 
else said by committee members was 
either a variation of one of these 
themes or was just talk for the sake 
oftalk. 

The members were seated around 
an oblong table, the room was of 
course smaller than the Knesset 
chamber, and the question being; 
debated was more pointed than . 
most. But. otherwise, it was a Knes- 


set debate in rainiaiurei - 
What was different from the ple- 
num was the sense of timelessness. 
Certainly an MK a rights should no:

Sir, - It was a good thing that 
D'vora Ben Shaul's article "Absorp- 
tion by default” was labelled “Opin- 
ion.” We believe your readers de- 
serve the facts and we welcome this 
opportunity to dispel some popular 
misconceptions. 

Ethiopian Jews, or the Beta Yis- 
rael. are not our poor relations. 
They are Jews just like the rest of us 
and a closer look at what is happen- 
ing now inside the Ministry of 
Education and Culture will expose 
the picture of "teaching Ethiopian 
children to say shabbes instead of 
shabbat," for what it is: a vulgar 
misrepresentation. 

Probably one of the most out- 
standing achievements coming out 
of this afiya - and which was accom- 
plished out of a deep awareness of 
the mistakes made during the 1950s - 
is the formation of the Public Coun- 
cil for Ethiopian Education. The 
council is working as an advisory 
board to the ministry on education 
policy for Ethiopian students. The 
council is composed of Ethiopian 
Jews. The chairman of the steering 
commmittee of the ministry for 
Ethiopian education is the director- 
general himself. Eliezer Shmueli. 
The pedagogic secretariat also has a 
committee to answer the needs of 
the pedagogic aspects of Ethiopian 
education- this committee is chaired 
by the chairman of the secretariat. 
David Pur. a member of Kibbutz 
Netzer Sereni. 

The deputy director of the reli- 
gious education department, who 
was put in charge of Ethiopian stu- 
dents enrolled in religious educa- 
tion. is Ya'acov Hadani. Mr. Hadani 
was born in Morocco and does not 
wear a black kaftan, nor does he 
force little Ethiopians to wear them. 
He sees his work with the commun- 
ity as of great national and religious 
importance and is in constant con- 
tact with the council. 

The decision to have the Beta 
Yisrael enter religious education 
frameworks is not lost some place in 
the bureaucracy - the government 
and the Jewish Agency took the 
decision together. 

For the most part, the Beta Yis- 
rael community is nor a secular Jew- 
ish group. For instance, they observe 
the Sabbath so strictly that they 
refused warmed food on a Saturday 
in an Israeli hospital - food that was 
warmed on a hot plate. The fact that, 
before Passover, ibey break Ibeir 
pottery plates and replace them with 
new ones puts our modern pre- 
Passover observance in a slightly 
different light. Nevertheless, unlike 
the Karaites who choose to remain 
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separate, the Beta Yisrael wish to be 
integrated into Israeli society. 

Recently, we held a study day on 
the topic of Ethiopian aliya arid I 
would like to quote one of our dis- 
trict directors on how to "treat” the 
Beta Yisrael; "When I heard I was 
going to receive an influx of these 
new immigrants. I made a list of all 
the things that had happened to me. 
as a new immigrant child from 
Morocco and promised that this 


wouldn't happen to the Ethiopians. 
This is how I operated then, and I 
continue to do so now. You only 
have to treat theni with respect and 
love.” 

Amen. This attitude can hardly be 
characterized as "absorption by de- 
fault."
